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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not look to the fabrication techniques in Irvine to modify Oya. The applicant also argues that neither reference suggests "a 
straight plate having wider and narrower width parts." 

In a product by process claim, an anticipating reference must show the claimed product. In other words the product can be formed of a 
different process, if the end product is the same. In this case, the hollow rack shaft of both the reference combination and the Instant 
invention are Identical. Thus, since the fabrication techniques of the Instant invention and the prior art lead to the same product, 
anticipation has been established. Furthermore, since the applicant Is claiming an intermediate step in which the hollow rack shaft is "a 
straight plate having wider and narrower width parts," the reference need not show this unless it alters the end product in such a way that 
it Is structurally different from the references. Since the applicant has not provided any evidence of structural differences, the rejection is 
proper. 
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
